Daues estimated that the increase 
in pay would amount to about $340,-

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3 SPOT ZONING 
BILLS DISCUSSED 


AT PUBLIC HEARING, 


Council of Civic Needs Op- 
poses Undertaking Es- 
tablishment for Euclid 
and Terry. 


Three “spot” zoning measures 
were taken under consideration 
yesterday by the Legislation Com- 
mittee of the Board of Aldermen, 


following public hearings at the 
City Hall. 

Most of the discussion related to 
a bill which would change from a4 
residence to a commercial zone the 
northwest corner of Euclid and 
Terry avenues, to legalize the un- 
dertaking establishment now op- 
erhted there by Kenneth J. Sulli- 
van. 

The Council on Civic Needs and 
several residents of the vicinity 
protested against the change, but 
others in the neighborhood favored 
it. Sullivan has remodeled _ the 
building, formerly a church, and 
those who favored the bill said he 
had converted a neighborhood “eye- 
sore” into an attractive building. 

Miss Margaret Whalen, 4872 St. 
Louis avenue, daughter of the late 
Michael J. Whalen, former owner 
of the property, said it had deteri- 
orated before Sullivan acquired it 
so that it “looked like a haunted 
house,” but now, she said, it was an 
asset to the neighborhood. Alder- 
man Nick Reidy of the Twenty- 
second Ward, in which the property 
is situated, said the undertaking 
establishment had been a “big im- 
provement.” 

Opponents of the measure, how- 
ever, objected to the presence of 
an undertaking establishment im 
the neighborhood. One woman said 
she could not sleep nights “seeing 
all those dead bodies brought in.” 
It was pointed out, also, that the 
streets were narrow, and traffic to 
and from the undertaker’s would 
create an accident hazard.

“We have in the present cases 
grants or loans to municipalities to 
carry out public works projects, 
as to which it is easy to fond the 
‘well beaten path.’ 
| “In the present cases, the Fed- 
eral Government retains no regu- 
latory power over the operation of 
the projects for which it makes 
loans. I am unable to see how any 
reserved power of a State is in- 
fringed.” 

The opinion, also quoted liberally 
from the opinion of the Fourth Cir- 
cuit Court of Apepals in the Duke 
case. | 

“Tt has been argued,” Justice Wheat 
said, “that some of the projects are 
not useful or are not primarily for 
the relief of unemployment. I feei, 


however, that the determination of 
such matters is within the discre- 


ministrator acting under him. Be- 
yond all question, the act confers 
upon these executive officers a very 
wide discretion, and I believe that 
their decision upon such matters 
of detail are not subject to judicial 
review.” 

He ruled that Congress had given 
its approval to the program of pub- 
lic works submitted by Secretary 
of Interior Ickes, under terms of 
the 1935 relief act. 


PWA Methods Upheld. 


“One ground of attack is that 
the administrator did not at the 
start prepare a ‘comprehensive pro- 
gram,’” he said. “It is undoubtedly 
true that in a literal sense no pro- 
gram was at first formulated. The 
program was worked out slowly 
and progressively and considerable 
time was occupied in effecting an 
organization and in the examination 
of many proposed projects.” 


Justice Wheat then quoted from 
the testimony of Ickes, who said 
that “we satisfied ourselves by. de- 
veloping the program of desirable 
public works as we progressed. We 
did not treat it academically at all, 
but practically.” 

Continuing his opinion, Justice 
Wheat said: 

“This I think was a reasonable. 
practical and substantial com pli- 
ance with the statute. . The ad- 
ministrator submitted a “report to 
Congress in a document of some 
300 pages in length. There- 
after Congress passed the emer- 
gency relief act of 1935, with full 
information in regard to what had 
been done and what was being done 
under the act of 1933. It-seems 
to me that this must be regarded 
as congressional approval of the 
administrator's program.” 


Utilities to Appeal. 


The utilities announced they 
would appeal the case immediate- 
ly to the Court of Appeals for the 
District of Columbia. Government 
attorneys said they would not op- 
pose continuation of temporary in- 
junctions, pending a final decision.

IN KILLING OF RICHARD LOEB 


James Day to Seek Parole; Judge 
Says “I Will Do Anything I 
Can for You.” 

By the Associated Press. 

JOLIET, JUL, June 56.—James 
Day, convict, was acquitted yester- 
day of the murder of Richard Loeb 
in a razor fight at the Stateville 
Penitentiary. He was returned to 
hie cell after a Circuit Court jury 
that deliberated 53 minutes re 
turned its verdict. 

Day's attorneys will apply for a 
hearing next month before the 
State Parole Board. Sentenced to 
one to 10 years for larceny in Chi- 
cago in 1933, he is technically eligi- 
ble for parole. Herman Silver of 


Crcnicago has offered to act as his 


sponsor and to give him a job in 
his furniture shop. 

The verdict was applauded by 
spectators. Judge Edwin L. Wilson 
stated from the bench: “When you 


appear before the parole board, I 
will do anything I can for you.” 

The defendant testified Loeb, 
serving a life term with Nathan 
Leopold for the Bobby Frank mur- 
der, had “hounded” him for 14 
months. He said the showdown 
came in a prison bathroom iast 
Jan. 28 when Loeb threatened him 
with a razor. A hand-to-hand strug- 
gie ensued. Day maintained he 
wrested the weapon from his ad- 
versary and “slashed and slashed.” 
Loeb staggered out with 53 gashes 
on his body.

PARTIAL RESTORATION 
OF SCHOOL PAY URGED 


Finance Committee of Board 
Favors Return of 4 Pct. 
of 10 Pct. Cut. 


A recommendation for partial 
restoration of the 10 per cent sal- 
ary reduction of all public school 
employes, which has been effective 
for the last four years, was adopted 
unanimously by the Finance Com- 
mittee of the Board of Education 
yesterday. It probably will be ap- 
proved by the board Tuesday night. 

The restoration would amount to 
4 per cent of the standard salary 
scale, leaving a reduction of 6 per 
cent still in effect for the fiscal 
year starting July 1. 

The recommendation also pro- 
vided that no reduction at all 
should be made for employes get- 
ting less than $1400 a year. For 
the last year this minimum has 
been $1300 and for the three years 


previously it was $1200. 

Cost of the 4 per cent restora- 
tion was estimated at $350,000. 
About 3500 employes, nearly 3000 
of whom are in the teaching corps, 
will be affected. The small group 
of union building workmen on the 
board’s payroll will not be affect- 
ed. Executive officers of the board, 
who voluntarily accepted the 10 per 
cent reduction, although their sal- 


the 6 per cent cut voluntarily. 

The largest single class of em- 
ployes is the group of more than 
1000 teachers ranked as “head as- 
sistants” at the maximum salary 
of the grade. For each of them 
the 4 per cert restoration will mean 
added income of $108 a year. Their 
| basic pay is $2700. 
| When the Finance Committee 
| took up the salary question, which 
board members have been talking 
about for several months, Chair- 
man Richard Murphy, it was 
learned, suggested a 3 per cent 
restoration and Mrs. Elias Michael 
proposed 5 per cent, while the third 
member, Dr. David C. Todd, fa- 
vored giving the principal benefits 
to those in the lower pay brackets. 
Murphy offered to agree on 5 per 
cent, but as a compromise the 4 
per cent and $1400 minimum were 
adopted. The committee did not 
take up the question of when the 
remaining 6 per cent cut might be 
dropped. 

During -the last year the board 
has fared better than it expected 
to financially, and it will have about 
$1,600,000 more cash than the re- 
quired working surplus at the end 
of the current fiscal year, June 30.

brief which is some 40 pages in 
length. He has had the aid of sev- 
eral Washington attorneys and has 
been in constant touch with the 
plaintiffs in St. Louis. 

The brief summarizes the entire 
history of the effort to promote the 
Jefferson Memorial and charges 
that it was done solely to further 
the interests of property owners in 
“District B” of St. Louis, between 
Third Street and Tenth Street. 
“District A” as designated in the 
brief is the riverfron’ area to be 
included in the proposed memorial. 
In “District C,” west of District B, 
the brief relates, the City has spent 
virtually all of the $83,000,000 bond 
issue with the result that business 
has migrated to that section. 

The memorial was proposed, ac- 
cording to the brief, in an attempt 
“to halt the movement of business 
toward the west and of attempting 
to cause more persons daily to visit 
District B.” Acquisition of the prop- 
erty in District A would compel 
business firms now located there 
to move into District B, with the 
result that that there would be “a 
diminution of the supply of busi- 
ness property for rent in the city 
and a consequent increase of ren- 
tal values in District B, and there 
would also be caused thereby an 
increased flow of visitors through 
said business district for the pur- 
pose of visiting said public park 
or plaza.” 

“Pretended” Memorial. 

The brief refers to the “pretend- 
ed memorial’ to Thomas Jeffer- 
son, pointing out that there now ex- 
ists a memorial to Jefferson, con- 
sisting of a beautiful and costly 
building of classical architecture, 
adorned with with statuary repre- 
senting Thomas Jefferson, and used 
as a historical museum and depos- 
itory of data respecting Thomas 
Jefferson and the Louisiana Pur- 
chase, which building is located in 
beautiful and appropriate surround- 
ings at the main entrance to For-

Estimated Loss $3,000,000. 

The St. Louisans base their right 
to bring suit on losses which it is 
claimed they will sustain if they 
are compelled to move from the 
riverfront area. Such costs, it is 
declared, will not be covered by 
damages when tand is acquired by 
condemnation. Recently a property 
holder in the area estimated the total 
loss to firms on the riverfront that 
would be compelled to move at 
$3,000,000. 

For the firms and _ individuals 
back of the detailed costs are 
listed. Some of the large ones in- 
clude: A. R. Fleming Printing Co., 
$35,000; Prunty Seed & Grain Co., 
$25,000; St. Louis Coffee & Spice 
Manufacturing Co., $25,000; C. B. 
Nicholson Printing Co., $13,000; G. S. 
Robins & Co., $10,000; A. C. L. 
Haase Co., $10,000; Raleigh Candy 
Co., $7500, and the Sellers Brown 
| Coffee Co., $8000. 

“Plaintiffs aver also,” the brief 
declares, “that they will be unable 
to obtain other premises upon the 
taking of possession of the real es- 
tate occupied by them except for 
largely increased amounts of rent- 
al so that they will be irreparably 
injured and damaged by the taking 
by the United States Government of 
the property occupied by them., 

The brief then lists increased an- 
nual rentals which the _ varipus 
firms filing suit claim~ would have 
to be paid if they moved to other 
parts of the city. 

Tax Increase Argument. 

In addition, the brief charges, 
each plaintiff is also the owner of 
property outside the memorial area 
on which higher taxes will be levied 
as a result of the project. The 
property in the memorial area has 
an assessed valuation of approxi- 
mately $5,750,000, according to the 
| brief. 
| “As a result of acquisition of title 
of such real property by the United 
| States and the loss of taxes there- 
on,” it is stated, “it will be neces- 
sary to raise the tax rate upon all 
remaining property subject to tax- 
ation in the City of St. Louis for 
municipal purposes one cent on 
‘each $100 valuation and that the 
|property of plaintiffs subject to 
general taxation will be taxed at 
such rate and plaintiffs will there- 
after be compelled to pay such ad- 
ditional tax and that each plaintiff 
will suffer irreparable damage and 
injury thereby.” 

Authenticity of Sites. 

The brief also takes up in detail 
the historic sites listed by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt in the December 
executive order as a justification 
|for acquiring the riverfront area 
under the Historic Sites Act. The 
_place where Lewis and Clark pre- 
pared for their exploration was not 
on the St. Louis riverfront, the brief 
declares, but 20 miles northwest of 
St. Louis on the River Du Bois in 
illinois. ; 
| The Oregon Trail originated not 
| at St. Louis, but at St. Joseph, Mo.,

_ “The only trail that originated in 
St. Louis,” the brief states, “was

NEW YORK, June 5.—A month 
ago Paavo Nurmi took over the 
coaching of Finland's distance run- 
ners for the Olympic games. It is 
a step that will be watched with 
interest, not only because it may 
affect Nurmi’s prestige as a na- 
tional hero, but because he has 
altered his theory on how to pre- 

pare for competition. 

Finns as a rule train with re- 
ligious devotion. They keep good 
hours faithfully and walk for miles. 
At his peak, Nurmi trained cease- 
lessly. In 1924 at Paris, where he 
won three Olympic championships, 
he went out to the practice field 
just before the start of the 1500- 
meter final and ran that distance 
in fast time, just for a warmup. 
Several years ago, he told me: 

“In my Youth, I trained too hard. 
I would have been able to run a 
mile in 4 minutes 6 seconds easily 
if I had not overworked myself. I | 
have changed my ideas.” 

Finland’s National Sport. 

Track and field is the national 
sport in Finland, just as baseball 
is here. Largely because of its dis- 
tance runners, it has been Amer- 
ica’s leading rival in the last few 
Olympics. Its crop of distance men 
this year appears to strike the 
usual high level, giving Nurmi a 
good start in the right direction. 

The. best performance at 5000 
meters anywhere in the world out- 
side of Finland last year was ex- 
celled by seven different Finns— 
Lehtinen, Virtanen, Maki, Askola, 
Salminen, Hockert and Iso-Holo, in 
that order of merit. Salminen and 
Askola turned in the world’s best 
feats for 1935 at 10,000 meters and 
at 3000 meters. 

Teileri of Finland was the fourth 
best man at 800 meters outside of 
the United States and the seventh 
best at 1500 meters. Others are

WASHINGTON, June 5.—Main- 
tenance of the sugar marketing 
quota system is urged as “highly 
desirable” in a majority report of 
the House Agricultural Committee 
on pending control legislation.

O'Mahoney resolution, designed to 
extend the quota system, strength- 
en the legality of the Jones-Costigan 
act, provide benefit payments to 
producers and authorize a $20,000,- 
000 appropriation for the purpose.

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GUNGRESSMAN ASSAILS 
ENTIRE U. §. JUDICIARY 


Says Background Makes Fed- 
eral Judges Unsympathet- 
ic Toward Labor. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, June 5.—Repre- 
sentative John Martin, Democrat of 
Pueblo, Colo., said today that the 
environment and previous private 
law practice of Federal Judges, 
from District Courts to the Supreme 
Court, made them unsympathetic 


with the problems of workers and 
farmers. 

In a stateemnt inserted in the 
Congressional Record, Martin criti- 
cised the Supreme Court particu- 
larly, assailing its decisions inval- 
idating New Deal laws. 

Terming the majority opinion 
which outlawed the New § York 
minimum wage law “devastating,” 
Martin said there were only “two 
ways out” for the “forces of prog- 
ress, social security and justice—a 
change in the personnel of the Su- 
preme Court or a change in the 
Constitution.” 

He criticised decisions which in- 
validated the NRA, AAA, Guffey 
Coal Act and the Railroad Pension 
Act, declaring the Supreme Court 
“now occupies the status of a bar- 
rier across the stream of ~ social 
progress” as a result of conserva- 
tive interpretations of the Consti- 
tution. 

“It is not necessary to impugn the 
honesty or the humanity of the 
five Judges who have given their 
assent to the devastating decisions 
of the Supreme Court in the past 
six months,” Martin said. 

“It is wholly a matter of view- 
point. Given a man’s viewpoint, if 
will be seen that his acts, his rec- 
ord, fit into it. 

“The same may be said of the 
great majority of the men who sit 
on the Federal benches of this coun- 
try. They form aclass apart. They 
are cloistered from the strife of the 
world. Their education, their train- 
ing and environment, if not their 
birth, have far removed them from 
the common lot of men and women 
and children who must struggle, and 
often in vain, for the bare necessi- 
ties of life. 

“They see life throughthe glasses 
of their environment, the environ- 
ment of the man with a univer- 
sity education, then a _ successful 
law practice, most often in the serv- 
ice of special interests, and then a 
life position of great power and 
with no personal concern for the 
wants of the future.” 


New York Wage Decision. 

Commenting on the New York 
wage ruling, Martin said “it is fit- 
ting that this latest decision should 
have been written by a jurist (Jus- 
tice Butler) who at the time of his 
elevation to the Supreme Bench was 
growing gray in the services of the 
corporations.” 


“He is not the only such man on 
that tribunal,’ Martin said, “and 
this type predominates in the make- 
up of the Federal judiciary gener- 
ally. As a class, they are men 
whose background before elevation 
to the Bench gave them an anti- 
pathetic viewpoint on the prob- 
lems of workers and farmers.” 

Martin advocated “as a way out” 
a constitutional amendment, pro- 
posed by him and Senator Costi- 
gan of Colorado, to give Congress 
the power to regulate hours and 
conditions of labor and to establish 
minimum wages. 

Martin, 68 years old, was edu- 
cated in the public schools of Mexi- 
co and Fulton, Mo., farmed in Kan- 
sas and did railroad work and ed- 
ited a newspaper in Colorado be- 
fore studying law and entering 
practice in Pueblo. He served two 
terms in Congress then retired, and 
resumed law practice in 1913. He 
served in the World War and went 
back to Congreses in 1932.

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CH, EVANS, FORMER SCHOOL 
HEAD AND REALTY MAN, DIES 


Charles H. Evans, former school 
principal and real estate operator, 
who gave 300 acres of land in west- 
ern St. Louis County to the city 
10 years ago for an outer park but 
took it back after the city failed 
to develop it, died of heart disease 
last night at Jewish Hospital, after 
an iliness of three weeks. He was 
82 years old and lived at the 8&t. 
George Apartments, 3715 Olive 
street, which he built about 45 
years ago and had owned since. 

Born in Indiana, Mr. Evans was 
graduated at William Jewell -Col- 
lege, Liberty, Mo., and came to 8t. 
Louis in 1882 as principal of the 
Bates School. Later he had charge 
of the Baden, Everett and Lincoln 
Schools. In 1889 he entered the 
book business, operating a_ store 
downtown until about 1900, when 
he became a real estate dealer. 

After the World’s Fair he ac- 
quired the Park Hotel, 6600 Wash- 
ington avenue, University City, and 
operated it for several years. The 
building is now the Christian Old 
People’s Home. In 1926 he deeded 
to the city a tract near Allenton. 
In 1929, after the Board of Esti- 


mate and Apportionment refused , 


to approve the expenditure of $15,- 
000 for improvements, title re- 
verted to the donor. 

Mr. Evans was the brother of 
William P. Evans, principal of 
Rock Spring School and former 
State Superintendent of Schools, 
who died last February. Surviv- 
ing are four daughters and an 
adopted son. Funeral services will 
be held at 2 o’clock Monday after- 
noon at the Wagoner chapel, 3621 
Olive street. Burial will take place 
in Bellefontaine Cemetery.

TWO OPERA BENEFITS 


Asks Holders of Tickets to 
Canceled Performances to Ex. 
change Pasteboards. 


Ticket holders for canceled op- 
eratic performances, originally 
scheduled for last April at the Mu- 
nicipal Auditorium by Guy Golter- 
man, director of the St. Louis Opera 
Company, were asked today in a 
circular letter from Golterman to 
consent to accept in exch 
tickets to “two mammoth benefits” 
to be given next season for “dis- 
posing of our deficit.” Golterman 
has said the deficit for the 1935-36 
season amounted to about $6000. 
No cash refund for the tickets was 
suggested in the letter. 

The first proposed performance 
is described in the letter as an 
operatic concert with orchestra, 
chorus and Lily Pons as soloist, to 
be given at the Convention Hall 
late in November or early in De- 
cember. The concert is to be fol- 
lowed by a carnival and ball. 

The second benefit probably will 
be scheduled for February or 
March of next year, featuring “an- 
other outstanding star of opera, 
radio and screen,” the letter said. 

One Performance Given. 

Only one of the scheduled oper- 
atic performances for the winter 
season, “Lucia di Lammermoor” 
with Lily Pons in ‘the leading role 
was given, The others, “Ta ~ Gio- 
conda,” “La Traviata” and a carni- 
val opera ball, were first postponed 
and then canceled, 

Persons eatitled to refunds of 
$3) or less are asked in the letter 
to accept tickets to the first bene- 
fit concert, and those having a 
claim of more than $30 are asked 
io take one-half the amount in 
tickets for the first benefit and the 
other half in tickets for the second 
benefit event. 

The proposal to exchange the 
tickets was being made “in order 
to safeguard the interest of opera 
lovers,” the letter said. It related 
that on three occasions since Gol- 
terman has been producing operas 
in St. Louis, deficits resulted under 
his management, but “were quickly 
made up by well-to-do opera lovers 
of the city.’ This year, however, 
there were “so many money-raising 
campaigns that we cannot hope to 
raise a fund at this time to pay 
our deficit.”

MAN, ONCE FOUND GUILTY,

P. G. Witt Released on Directed 
Verdict When Chief State Wit- 
ness Fails to Identify Him.

Dips in values, however, did not reach “ar 
as a rule, and railies that ensued kept 
the market fluctuating nervously much of 
the time within a narrow range showing 
but fractional net losses overnight. Houses 
with eastern connections were the chief 
buyers. 

Reports of soaring commodity prices and 
war moves in the Orient, together with 
anxiety over French finances, were among 
the factors emphasized by bulls. On the 
other hand, bears took special notice of 
assertions that harvesting of winter wheat 
was fast spreading northward and had 
begun at some places in Kansas. Early 
cutting in Sumner County, Kan., was: said 
to show yields of 12 bushels an acre,

MALARIA, SEEPAGE AND SALT 
THREATEN BIG DAM IN INDIA 


$112,000,000 Irrigation Project in 
Province of Sind May Be- 
come Failure. 

KARACHI, India, June 5.—One 
of the world’s largest irrigation proj- 
ects in India’s province of Sind 
may become one of the greatest en- 
gineering failures in history. 

Malaria, seepage and salt deposit 
threatens the $112,000,000 scheme, 
and the problem has become _ so 
acute that Sind’s new Governor has 
moved to Sukkur to investigate the 
troubles at the giant Sukkur dam. 

The project irrigates more than 
6,000,000 acres, which. is. 500,000 
more than the total cultivated acre- 
age of all Egypt. Main canals fed 
by the dam total 1600 miles, and 
these supply 3700 miles of distribu- 
taries. 

Agricultural research workers are 
seeking a method to prevent crops 
from being ruined by the rise of 
sub-soil salt. 

Financial problems also disturb 
administrators of the porject, which 
involves an annual expenditure of 
$7,500,000. This figure represents a 
large slice of the revenue of the 
province. 


ANTI-JEWISH DISORDERS 
BREAK OUT IN POLISH TOWN 


Nearly 50 Wounded After Killing 
of Sergeant; Incendiary 
Blazes Started. 
WARSAW, June 5 (by Jewish 
Telegraphic Agency). — Anti-Jewish 
disorders and incendiarism broke 
out in the nearby town of Minsk 
Mazowieck yesterday despite the 
presence of police reinforcements. 
The town has been in a turmoil 
since Sunday when a Jew is al- 
leged to have killed a Polish Ser- 
geant in a drunken brawl. Nearly 
50 Jews have been wounded, seven 
of them seriously. The disorders 
occurred during the Sergeant’s fu- 

neral. 

The district Governor of Warsaw 
visited Minsk, which is 30 miles 
from this city, and ordered stern 
measures taken to restore order. 

A fire brigade from Warsaw was 
stationed in the town to fight in- 
cendiary blazes. A synagogue and 
many Jewish homes and shops were 
damaged by fire.

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SEVEN GREAT HIGHWAYS 
T0 TRAVERSE ETHIOPIA 


Will Link Capital and Dessye 
With Italian Port of 
Assab in Eritrea. 


By the Associated Press. 

ROME, June 5—A _ vast pro- 
gram of road-building in Ethiopia, 
with far-reaching commercial con- 
sequences, has pneen laid down by 
public works authorities here in 
conjunction witn Viceroy Pietro 
Badoglio, new overlord of the Afri- 
can empire. 

Seven great arteries are included 
in the program. They will give ac- 
cess to the supposed riches of the 
auriferous subsoil and the lush 
surface of primitive areas. 

The first highroad to be built is 
the Addis Ababa-Dessye-Lake Ash- 
anghi-Makale. It is over this “im- 
perial” route, now rudimental, that 
Badoglio’s troops rode or marched 
to Addis Ababa. It still requires 
a tremendous amount of work be- 
fore it reaches the finish of an 
American or European highway. 

Chief Commercial Road. 

The second is the Addis Ababa- 
Dessye-Assab road. This will be 
the most important commerical 
route of the empire and seems des- 
tined to produce not only economic 
but also political results. 

It will link the capital and the 
important center of Dessye with the 
Italian port of Assab, in Southern 
Eritrea. Assab to Dessye was the 
road provided for in the Italian- 
Abyssinian treaty of 1928, never ob- 
served. 

Reports from Paris indicate that 
the French are refusing to _ sell 
their Djibouti-Addis Ababa railroad 
to the Italians. The motor road 
from the capital to Assab combined 
with the Italians’ extensive use of 
trucks (mostly American) may 
force down railroad rates to such 
an extent that the French eventual- 
ly may be glad to sell. 

The third road is the “northwest- 
ern highway,” running from Addis 
Ababa to Dessye to Gondar and 
then to the Old Eritrean border 
and Asmara. 

The fourth route, “central west- 
ern,” will run from Addis Ababa 
to the Wallega region, where gold 
and platinum already have been 
mined. 

To Supplant Emperor’s ‘Road.’ 

The fifth is the “southwestern,” 
from Addis Ababa to Jimma to the 
lake region. It will traverse one of 
the richest and most picturesque 
sections of the domain. Emperor 
Haile Selassie, or “Signor Tafari,” 
as the Italians now call him, built, 
on English insistence, a road from 
Addis Ababa to the lakes, but the 
Ethiopian definition of the word 
“road” is no synonym of the En-

MANAGUA, Nicaragua, June 5.— 
The newspaper La Nueva Prensa 
says President Juan B. Sacasa, a 
virtual prisoner in his residence on 
Tiscapa Hill since the national 
guard revolted last week-end, will 
resign tomorrow and leave the 
country by airplane. 

La Prensa asserts the President 
declared in an interview: 

“I was not the man for the sit- 


uation, because of my utter horror 
of violence and bloodshed. I could 
be accused of weakness, but never 
of unworthiness, and it would be 
an unworthy act to continue in 
the presidency. I am going.” 
Rodolfo Espinosa, vice-president 
of Nicaragua whv had been with 
the President at the palace since 
shooting broke out in the capital 
last Sunday; went down Tiscapa 
Hill yesterday and took refuge at 
the Mexican Legation. 

The National Guard, headed by 
Gen. Anastacio Somoza, announced 
Maj. Ramon Sacasa, who had held 
out with a body of soldiers loyal 
to the government at Fort Acosas- 
co in Leon, had surrendered with 
a few of his followers. The Na- 
tional Guard reported capture of 
the fort Tuesday, but said Maj. 
Sacasa had escaped. 

The National Guard’s revolt re- 
sulted from its leaders’ disapproval 
of what they said was a plan by 
President Sacasa to limit unfairly 
the number of candidates for the 
presidency. Gen. Somoza asserted 
that through a combine of political 
parties, negotiated by President 
Sacasa, the citizens would be de- 
prived of the right to select the 
candidates they desired. 


Hull Says U. S. Won’t Intervene in 
Nicaragoa. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 5. — Boaz 
Long, United States Minister to 
Nicaragua, was instructed yester- 
day by the State Department to 
inform Latin American countries 
that the United States will not in- 
tervene in Nicaragua’s political dis- 
turbance. 

The instructions followed inqui- 
ries by the Governments of Chile 
and Peru as to intentions of this 
country concerning Nicaragua, 
where a rebellious national guard 
has upset the Government of Presi- 
dent Juan B. Sacasa. 

Secretary of State Hull said that 
the United States would not in- 
tervene “directly or indirectly’ ‘in 
the domestic affairs of any Ameri- 
can republic. He said questions 
about the United States’ position 
apparently arose from a misappre- 
hension that Nicaragua had ap- 
pealed to Washington. Officials 
said no such request had been 
made. 

Stating that suggestions have 
been made that the United States 
co-operate with other Latin Amer- 
ican Governments in seeking to 
bring about a settlement of the Nic- 
araguan situation, Hull added that 
the United States could not con- 
sider such a move unless the ini- 
tiative came from all political fac- 
tions in Nicaragua. 

He let it be understood that even 
then the United States could not 
tender its good offices along with 
other nations without first con- 
sulting the other countries.

US. INGREASES TARIFF 
ON 10 GERMAN ITEMS 


Countervailing Duties Im- 
posed to Offset Nazi Sub- 
sidies to Expand Trade. 


By the Associated Presa. 

WASHINGTON, June 5.—Ger 
man-American trade, already at a 
record low, was further restricted 
yesterday when the United States 
imposed additional import duties 
on 10 articles, effective July 11. 

The increased duties, ranging 
from 22% to 56 per cent, were de- 
scribed as countervailing duties, the 
term being derived from a provi- 
sion of the Tariff Act of 1930, in- 
tended to offset direct and indirect 
subsidies by foreign ,governments, 
It was held that aid had been given 
these products by the Nazi Govern- 
ment in its efforts to expand Ger 
man foreign trade. 

Germany is the only country 
whose products are denied any 
tariff reductions granted in 14 re- 
ciprocal trade pacts. Several other 
German articles have been put un- 
der higher duties under the anti- 
dumping laws by which the United 
States has increased duties on 12 
products from as many countries, 
which are sold here for less than 
they are sold at home or less thas 
cost of production. 

Duties on Other Imports. 

Similar countervailing duties are 
in effect against Danish butter, 
Polish rye and rye flour, British 
spirits, whisky and yarns and fab- 
rics of silk or artificial silk, and 
dried and split peas from the Neth- 
erlands. 

Secretary of the 
genthau reported the Treasury 
would impose the following in- 
creases in duties on the following 
articles from Germany: 

Cameras, 45 per cent; china ta- 
ble ware, 22% per cent; toys, dolls 
and toy figures, 45 per cent; cot 
ton and rayon gloves, 39 per cent;

cal instruments, 56 per cent; calf 
and kid leather, 25 per cent; glass

THE VALUATION FARCE: A WAY OUT. | 


The present status of the Union Electric Light é 
Power Co. valuation proceeding is a perfect object 
lesson in the complicated and long-drawn-out methods 
used to determine a basis for the rates to be charged 
by public utilities. Endless technicalities, endless de- 
lays and endless disputes mark the process. 

The labyrinthine course of setting a value upon 
the electric company's property was entered upon in 
1928. After eight years of appraising, surveying, 
auditing and computing, the parties to the case are 
still millions of dollars apart. The city’s estimate is 

74,700,000. That of the State Public Service Com- 
mission's engineers is $78,351,416. The company’s 
own valuation reaches the towering figure of $103,- 
377,378. A further complication is the fact that these 
thrge estimates are of various dates. 

The work of the State commission's engineers in 
the Union Electric appraisal began May 8, 1931, and 
was not completed until April 1, 1936—almost five

costs of both sides. The utilities’ legal costs find 
their way into the overhead expenses, which are 
among the bases for rates. The commissions are sup- 
ported by taxes from the public and from the utili- 
ities--both drawn from the citizens’ pocketbooks. 
St. Louis has seen the same tedious and ridiculous 
drama of valuation enacted time and again. 
Laclede Gas Light Co. case is fresh in memory. Its 
origin goes back to 1925, when the Public Service 
Commission increased the company’s valuation to 
$45,000,000, as against the city’s appraisal of $28.- 
000,000, and the company began asking for more. 
There was the usual series of hearings, continuances. 
surveys, briefs, audits and appeals. Nine years later, 
in 1934, the company asked for a valuation of $56,- 
000,000, and got one of $39,000,000. That is the figure 
on which present rates are based, but there is still a 


possibility of fresh appeals that will reopen the case. |

indication of the difficulties confronting the states in 
attempting regulation of utilities, an effort that has 
broken down in many respects. Surely the present 
methods of valuation and rate-making try the pa- 
tience of the public, the state authorities and doubt- 
leas even the companies themselves. 

If some quicker method for valuation could be 
adopted, it would be a godsend to all parties con- 
cerned, and would bring fair dealing to the whole 
vexed problem. The basis of rate-making cannot be 
altered, however, because the standard set forth by 
the courts for years has been that of reproduction 
value new, which requires appraisals.

Missouri. A rate for depreciation 
and in each succeeding year the value of new facili- 
ties and improvements to the utility property is added 
to the base amount.

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How the ‘Washington Plan’’ Works 


Method of simplifying utility valuation and rate-making, originated in District of 
Columbia in 1925, is described by chairman of commission; provides for only one 
complete appraisal, then annual adjustments for depreciation and improvements, 
to fix fair charges; plan brings results easily and:promptly, and curbs controversy.

ETTER methods of adjusting utility 
B rates are not only desirable but manda- 

tory. There is serious need for simplicity 
in the processes. To that end, 
of the District of Columbia commission have 
been directed for many years. The “Wash- 
ington plan” is a result of a desire for sim- 
plicity in regulation. 

Shortly after the Public Utilities Commis- 
sion of the District came into being in 1913, 
it commenced a valuation of the property of 
the Potomac Electric Power Co. The com- 
mission fixed the value of this property on 
May 2, 1917. An order was issued establish- 
ing new rates. The company appealed. 

These matters dragged on from 1917 to 
1924, during which time the company con- 
tinued to charge the rates in effect prior to 
the granting of the injunction, but im- 
pounded the difference between the billing 
rates and the rates ordered by the commis- 
sion. Even in 1924, after the valuation case 
had been pending for seven years, there 
seemed no prospect of an early conclusion, 

The act of Congress creating the commis- 
sion authorized the fixing of rates in accord- 
ance with a sliding-scale arrangement. The 
commission concluded it would be proper 
to do this. Details were then worked out 
jointly by the commission and the company. 
Both parties went before the court, an- 
nounced they had settled all questions in 
controversy and asked the court to embody 
the details of such a settlement in a decree. 


~ * * 


This fixed the value of the company’s 
property as of Jan. 1, 1925; established de- 
preciation accrual rates based upon the re- 
lation between the depreciation reserve and 
the value of the property; and provided that 
the rate base for each year should be ascer- 
tained by adding to the rate base at the 
end of the preceding year the cost of the net 
additions and betterments during the year. 

It further provided that if in any year the 
net return upon the rate base should be in 
excess of 7% per cent, rates for the follow- 
ing year should be fixed so that the gross 
receipts of the power company should be 
diminished by half of such excess, It also 
provided that if the net return should fall 
below 7% per cent, the commission should 
increase rates so as to yield 7‘ per cent. 

The greatly increased use of electricity 
through the advent of many new electrical 
appliances was not foreseen in 1924. The 
various uses of power and the lowering of 
rates resulted in increased business for the 
company each year. The average return 
for these years was about 10 per cent. 

.Early in 1931, the commission called the 
company’s attention to the excessive earn- 
ings and suggested that the terms of the 
sliding scale sHould be modified to bring 
about a lesser rate of return. The company 
declined to consider modification. The com- 
mission on June 8, 1931, issued an order 
modifying the terms of the sliding scale so 
as to provide that if the rates thereafter 
yielded more than 7 per cent in ‘any 12 
months’ period, a certain part of the excess 
above 7 per cent should be used in a reduc- 
tion of rates to be charged the public, on 
the basis of a sliding scale. 

The company appealed. The Supreme 
Ceurt ef the District sustained the order of 


the efforts | 


the commission, with certain minor changes 
in the terms of the scale, The company ap- 
pealed from the decision of the trial court. 
However, on Feb. 6, 1933, before the case was 
heard, the company abandoned its appeal, 

This settlement provided that power of the 
commission to modify the terms of a sliding- 
scale arrangement cannot be questioned, ex- 
cept that a utility has the right to appeal 
upon the ground of unreasonableness. The 
company also has the right at any time to 
apply to the commission to make changes, 

s ” * 

We claim no perfection for the so-called 
“Washington plan.” Indeed, it is far from 
perfect. However, every year since 1924 
rates have been reduced in January, after 
public hearings lasting one day or less. After 
all, the test of regulation, from the public 
point of view, is the perfection of the serv- 
ice and cost, The test from the utility view 
is the reasonableness of the pay it receives. 

The sliding-scale method of adjusting 
rates is the outcome of a desire on the part 
of both the public and private interests to 
cease sparring for legal advantage, and to 
adjust differences in accordance with a defi- 
nite plan instead of under cover of legal 
precedents, frequently dating back to the 
hackney days of old England. 

The advantages of this form of adjusting 
rates over the purely legalistic method of 


\rate regulation lie in the ease and prompt- 


ss with which results can be accom- 
plished, and in reduction of controversies. 

The steps essential to the establishment of 
a sliding-scale method of regulation may be 
classified broadly under three phases: 

1. First, a simple but explicit law must be 
enacted enabling the governing body to pur- 
sue that course. Such a law must contem- 
plate a willingness on the part of the utility 
to accept only a reasonable profit. 

2. The second phase would contemplate a 
substantial and unmistakable move on the 
part of the utility indicating its fair-mind- 
edness in dealing with the public. 

3. The next phase is establishment of a 
rate base, the return to be allowed thereon 
and the form and operating conditions. 

” 4 * 

The sliding-scale theory contemplates that 
all parties will approach the matter on a 
live-and-let-live basis. Its administration, 
likewise, contemplates straight dealing. 

Unless simplification of regulation can be 
achieved, the public will continue to pay ex- 
cess rates, this because the courts say, on 
the one hand, that you cannot legally estab- 
lish rates lower than will provide a fair re- 
turn on the value of the property used in 
the public service, and, on the other hand, 
that you cannot recapture excess earnings. 

I want to say in all frankness. based upon 
32 years of continuous public service, about 
equally divided between the regulated and 
the regulator, that until some method of reg- 
ulation is achieved by which the public can 
feel confident that it is getting a square 
deal, and which is susceptible of prompt 
check, dissatisfaction will prevail. Those 
who now enjoy an opportunity, by virtue of 
franchise, to furnish service to the public 
should be the first to recognize this and 
should do all possible to remove public sus- 
Picion from them. °

As long as numerous possessions 
are necessities for our comfort, 
cleaning problems will continue to 
follow as the seasons roll around. 
But the many mechanical aids vf 
the present day do make things 
easier, we must admit. VacuuTh 
cleaners, with varied attachments, 
brushes and brooms for every pur- 
pose, and polishes galore, all share 
in alleviating the task. 

But the elements are against us. 
An open window, and in blows the 
dust; sunshine, and away go anv 
fadable colors: rain, and in come 
the children with muddy shoes and 
drippy umbrellas.

Soiled blankets can be dry cleaned 
or laundered, Many laundries have 
blanket experts and special equip- 
ment for fluffing up blankets so 
they are returned to you’ looking 
like new. Dry cleaning is satisfac- 
tory provided the cleaning estab- 
lishment specializes in blanket- 
cleaning. Satin bindings usually 
look better when dry cleaned. 

But blankets can be washed at 
home if preferred. Choose a warm, 
sunny, dry day with a breeze blow- 
ing. Make a soap jelly by dissolving 
eight ounces of pure, mild, neutral 
soap flakes in two quarts of hot 
water. Spread out the blanket and 
gently pat the warm soapy solu- 
tion into badly soiled places. Wash 
one blanket at a time in luke-warm 
water, to which enough soap jelly 
has been added to make a thick, 
lasting suds, 

To avoid shrinkage, it abso- 
lutely essential tc keep the tempera- 
ture throughout the entire process 
absolutely the same. After you have 
washed the blankets in the machine 
for five minutes, rinse them twice 
quickly in clear lukewarm water. 
Then squeeze the water out by 
hand or by using a wringer with 
the roll loosely adjusted. Do not 
twist them. 

Hang the blanket in the’ shade 
over two slightly separated lines. As 
it dries, take hold of the edges fre- 
quently and shake quickly to fluff 
the nap. Keep edges as straight 
as possible and before quite dry, 
brush lightly on both sides with a 
soft clothes brush. The bindings 
can be pressed with a warm iron. 
If you hang the blanket over one 
line, hang it lengthwise, if line 
space allows, and exactly in half 
with the edges even. 

All blankets and garments should 
be stored immediately after they 
have been cleaned, in order to pre- 
vent any possibility of moth eggs 
being deposited on them. They will 
be safe if they are placed in a 
well sealed, moth-repellent closet or 
chest. Or they can be _ securely 
wrapped in several layers of un- 
broken wrapping or newspaper. 
Paste gummed paper over the edges 
to seal. 

Many so-called moth-proof bags 

and chests have no possible way of 
being sealed. These are not of prac- 
tical value for safe storage. The 
fiber box with heavy tar paper 
covering, illustrated, can be tightly 
sealed by bending back the folds 
of the paper upon themselves along 
the edges. 
« Naphthalene flakes or paradichlo- 
ride benzine crystals, sprinkled in 
the folds of clean blankets and all 
articles to be stéred with them, are 
an additional precaution.

HE need for careful cleaning of 


ing are of utmost importance in 
moth-control and are just as neces- 
sarv for rugs and upholstered fur- 
niture as for articles to be stored. 

Moths make their most deter- 
mined attacks on the portions of 
rugs or carpets under radiators and 
on furniture not frequently moved 
for cleaning. Use the vacuum clean- 
er and attachments often, paying 
special attention to all dark and or- 
dinarily covered places of both rugs 
and upholstery. Clean carefully the 
backs of the chairs, under the cush- 
ions and along the bindings and 
buttons. 


The entire piece should first be 
dusted thoroughly with the special 
attachment of the vacuum cleaner 
or with a stiff brush. Cushions 
should be sunned and aired out-of- 
doors if possible. In fact, that is a 
good place to carry on the entire 
cleaning process. 


Tapestry, denim, rep, frieze and 
linen can be freshened by being 
cleaned with soap and water, if the 
material is fast color. Always test 
a small piece which won’t be seen, 
before starting in on any laundering 
process. Then, if everything is all 
right, make a stiff, dry suds by dis- 
solving mild soap flakes in warm 
water and beating with an egg beat- 
er. Apply with a stiff-bristled brush 
Over a small space at a time and 
scrub with a rotary motion. Then 
wipe off with a cloth or sponze 
wrung from clean lukewarm water. 
A generous application of dry suds 
will prevent uneven cleaning, but 
moist suds will soak into the filling 
of the chair and be difficult to dry. 


Grease spots can be removed from 
upholstery with a _ dry-cleaning 
agent. If naphtha or chloroform 
is your choice, be sure to take the 
furniture out. of doors because of 
danger of fire. Apply the fluid to 
the stain, working from outer edge 
toward the center. Cover with a 
piece of blotting paper than press 
with a slightly warm iron. If non- 
inflammable carbon tetrachloride is 
used, sponge the spot well with a 
saturated cloth, wipe with a clean, 
dry cloth, and then rub in the di- 
rection of the nap. 

When nap has been matted by 
water spots or in the cleaning proc- 
ess, it can be raised if you press it 
lightly with a warm iron over a 
damp cloth.
